“8 T being at laft determined by a Me- 
mye thod of Reafoning, which will ad- 
mit of no Difpute, that the Liberty 
of the Prefs does not extend to 
Pe the Examination of foreign Affairs, 
BP | in critical Fundtures and delicate Si- 
ee tigations; | fappofe you will chiefly 
FO surn your Thoughts, for the fu- 
ture, to Matters of a domeffick Nature; and if you are 
not otherwife engaged at prefent, I will take the Li- 
becty of pointing out one Subject, of that Kind, which 
feems to call aloud for your Animadverfion, as it hath 
for fome Time employed the Attention and Specula- 
tion of the Publick; I mean the prefent State of the 
CHARITABLE CORPORATION. 

You feem, indeed, to apprehend that you are precluded 
from entering into the Examination of this important 
Point, by the late Sub-Dikirétion of a certain Writer, 
in the Courant, between difcorcring pomestTick Facrs 
and debating Points of pomEsTicx Poxricy; but I 
hope you will not pay any Regawd to the Doétrine of 
fuch a flevijh and oe gv upheng: which equally tends 
to the Condemnation of his own Favourite Demagogue, 
the popular Author of Cats’s Letters; for if there is any 
fuch Thing as a Parallel! between two Cafes, That of 
the South-Sea Dircéors, in the Year 1720, and of the 
Managers of the charitable Corporation, at prefent, is cer- 
tainly fuch. The Inequality of the Capital, in the /at- 
ter, makes no Difference in the Argument, nor ovght it 
to be allowed as any Extenuation of the Guilt, if there 
fhould appear to be any, in the Perfoms concerned. 

Be honeft therefore, old Ca/ed, and do not fuffer your 
felf to be deterr’d from iearching this Affuir to the 
Bottom, and thereby fatis‘ying the general Expef.ation of 
the Publick; unlefs you fhould happen to be filenced by 
the fame Authority, wich hath already refirained your 
Pen upon foreign Affairs. 

I confefs, it feems a little flrange to me that no fo- 
litical Writer hath yet taken this Matter into Confide- 
ration. Ido not mean your fe/f; for you have been 
fully employed, of late, upon other Subjeéts of great Im- 





‘ portance to the Caufe of Lidertys but as you may not 


think it proper to purfue sho/e Points any farther, at 
prefent, I hope you will not think the Management of 
this Corporation beneath your Notice. For this Reafon, 
as I am likely to be a great Sufferer my felf, I have 
fent you a few general Hints, and if I find them™a- 
greeable to your Sentiments, you may depend on being 
furnifhed hereafter with fome particular Fads, to fupport 
them againft our Oppofers. 

I do not defign to enter into the Difpute, which was 
agitated laft Year, concerning the Nature of this Under- 
taking, and whether it would be advantageous, or de- 
trimental to the Publick, fuppofing it to be honeftly 
mataged. I fhall not, ¥ fay, defcend into that Enquiry, 
becaufe I apprehend it to be unneceflary at prefent, and 
may perhaps be thought improper for me, who was fo 
far deluded my fe!f, as to become a Proprietor in it, 
from an Opinion of its Ufefulnefs, and the Expectation of 
improving a fmall Fortune, by making a little morc In- 
tereft of my Money than was to be had in any of the 
Funds. 

The Point therefore, at this Time, is not whether 
fuch a Corporation is beneficial, or advileable in a tra- 
ding Nation, or not; but in what Manner it hath been 
managed, ard by «whom Weare reduced to our prefent, 
melancholy Condition. 

It is certain that a very large Sum of Money, a- 
mounting to fome hundred thoufand Pounds, hath been 
paid in upon the Shares, befides what hath been bor- 
rowed upon the Company's Bonds ; and We have the ut- 
moft Reafon to fear that a great Part of this Money 
hath been either embezzled, or fquandered away. 

Tt hath teen undeniably proved by yewr je/f and 
ethers that the general Calamity, in the Year 1720, was 
principally occafioned by the great Contention between 
the Bank and the South-Sea Company, for the Execution 
of the Scheme then in Agitation, and to the vaft Pre- 
mium, which the /ztter paid for it. This poffefled the 
Generality of Mankind with that extravagant Opinion 
of the Value of South-Ssa Stock, which rais’d it to 
fuch an immoderate Height, and ended at laft in the 
Ruin of Thoulands, by fiaking as precipitately in their 
Hands; fo that the grievous Misfortune: of thofe Times 


were owing, in a great Meafure, to the general Infatua- 
tion of the People, which fwell’d up the Stock to that 
exorbitant Height ;and toa moft iniguitous Contra, which 
was afterwards made, though not executed, on Purpofe to 
keep that Infatuation alive. The Dire¢tors and Mana- 
gers of that Scheme were never charged, as far as I cam 
remember, with any Frauds, or Embezzlements of the 
Company's Effets. Nay, even Mr. Knight Himéelf, 
who thought fit to decline the Enquiry of Parliament, and 
retire from his native Country, retired only with his 
own Acquifitions, and without loading Himfelf with the 
Guile of robbing the pad/ick Treasure, which was in 
trufted in his Hands. 

But our Cafe, at prefent, is very differeat in this Re- 
fpeét, and unattended with any of thofe alleviating Cir- 
cumftances, which were pleaded in the other; for the 
Loffes, which We have fo much Reafon ta appreliend, 
and the Ruin, which feems to glare fo fully in our Eyes, 
will not proceed from any exorbitant Rife of our Stoc:, 
or any imaginary and uareafonable Notions of its Value, 
but trom the fraudulent and unparallel’d Depredaticns 
of a few Men, who were intrufted with our Properiies, 
and would be fatisfied with little lefs than feizing the 
while Capital st once. 

It is aloft impoffible to conceive how fuch a fucden 
Bankruptcy, as feems to threaten us, could be brought 
about by one, or too of our under-Servants. without the 
Participation, Knowledge, or even Sufpicion of The2, 
whofe Duty it wasto fuper-intend them. It mutt t 
acknowledged, at leaft, that They have bee: guiiry © 
the mot unpardonable Negleét and Milmanageuent, if 
They fhould be able to purge Themiclves from the 
Guilt of Treachery and Corruption. 

It gives me fome Comfort to obferve the Zeal, which 
my Feliow-fufferers have already exerted, upon this Oc- 
cafion, im our general Covrt; and I hope They wiil not 
fufier it to cool, or be defeated by Thuie, who have 
plundered us, and are vifibly endeavouring to elude all 
Examination into their Conduét, by filling outs or f{plis- 
ting their Stock amongit their own Creatures, i: or- 
der to procurea Miaj-rity in their Favour. For this 
Reafon, let as continue firm and unit.d ia the Refolu- 
tion of keeping our Boots (but, “till We have an Op 
portunity of liying our Grievances before the Par/ia- 
ment, and imploring fuch Reliefas the Nature of them 
will admit. 

There are feveral, particular Circamftances in our Ca/e, 
which will recommend us to the Compaffion, as well 
as Juflice, of our Representatives, and therefure We can 
have no Reasfon to doubt of a favourable Reception.— 
I have already pointed out fome of thefe Particulars, and 
will juft mention two or three more. 

In the firft Place, there are many poor Widows, Or- 
phans and young Ladies amongft us, whole whule For- 
tunes, or the chief Part of them, are embarked in s#is 
Corporation, and who mult therefore be reduced to the 
moft deplorable Circumflances, if They fhould be left 
without Redrefs and Retribution. 

There is another Circumftance, which affeéts the 
Pledgers of Goods, as well asthe Proprietors; for it hath 
beea publickly advertifed in the News-Papers, that great 
Quantities of Goods and Effects, belonging to this Cor- 
poration, have been fecreted and embezzled by their late 
Wareboufe-keeper, whois fince fled;fothat Multitudes of peor 
Trade{mcn, who were oblig’d to pawn their Goods, in 
the dead Time of the Year, will be Sufferers in this 
Cafe, as well as the Perfons, who advanced the Money 
upon them ; not to infift on the Hazard they muft run 
of deftroying their Credit, by demanding them, at this 
Time, if they are to be recovered. Nothing there- 
fore feems more reafonable than that tho/e Perfons, who 
have been guilty of this double Injury, fhould be oblig’d 
to repair it ; and nothing, I fear, but the Power of /ar- 
liament will oblige Thein to do it. 

It likewife deferves the Confideration of an Eng/ijh 
Parliament, whether this Affair may not be attended 
with fome farther il] Confequences to publick Credit in 
general, if fo notorious a Breach of Truff (for fuch, I 
am afraid, it will appear) fhould be fuffered to pafs un- 
examined, or unpunifhed. 

We may therefore promife our felves that nothing can 
prevent the ftricteft Enquiry into #71 Affair, but our own 
Folly, Tamenefs, or private Views. The Parviament will 
undoubtedly receive our Petition with Candour, and ex- 
amine the Contents of it, without any Regard to Parties, 
Allyances, Friendfhips, or Dependencies whatfoever. 
We have no Reafon to apprehend any Complaints of

Sreening, or to fear any Schemes for patching up and 
conceaving thofe Wounds, which can be cured only by 
probing them to the Bottom. In fhort, We may con- 
fidently depend upon fecing the whole Myfery unravel’d, 
and affure ourfelves that every Man, who fhill appear 
to be guilty of any Mifmanagement, Corruption or Ini- 
quity, will certainly receive the Punifhment, which He 
deferves. 

I will therefore conclude with exprefling my Hopes, 
in the Words of ancther Gentleman, upon the fame Oc 
cafion, that (b/s Lind of Cuaaitry will mt be allowed 
to cover a Multitude of Sins.

I 
defiga therefore to emulate their Jaudible Example, for 
the future, without the leat View of iupplanting Them 
in any of their P/aces and Penfions, or other Perguifites 
and Emolwmeats whitloever. I thought it proper to 
mention this Particular, left They fhould grow jealous 
of me and hate me asa Riva/, inftead of encouregin 
me as a Projelyte and bumble Invitater ; for though 
cannot ke infenfible of their great Candour and Ge- 
nerofity, even in the moft eriticel Secfon, yet I know 
how hard it is for Flefh and Blood to bear a Com- 
fetiter, efpecially when the Loaves and Fifbes are ccn- 
cerned, I mutt therefore intreat thele wrtky Gens 
tiemen to believe that my only Defgn is to copy their 
Manner, as near as I can, without aay prefumptuous 
Hopes of partaking their Reward.
